RYAN RESUMES 
PRISON POST 


Captain Of Folsom Guard 
Likely To Be Named Warden 
By Unanimous Vote Nov. 6 


FOLSOM PRISON, (lP)—Guard Cap- 
tain William J. Ryan, reportedly the 
leading candidate to succeed Warden 
Clarence A. Larkin, returned to his 
post as guard captain at Folsom Pri- 
Son today, for the first time since he 
was wounded critically by convict 
knives in an attempted prison break 
Sept. 19. 

In the same office where the riot be- 
gan, bringing death to two convicts, 
Larkin and Guard Harry Martin, Ry- 
an conducted a court line today, hear- 
ing prisoners accused of breaking rules 
or others desiring special favors. 

Guard James Kearns, 35, stabbed 
eight times in the “bloody Sunday” 
riot, was dismissed from Mercy Hos- 
pital, Sacramento, yesterday and re- 
turned to Folsom. He is still conval- 
escent. 

The state board of prison directors 
will name the new Folsom warden at 
a meeting Nov. 6. Judge T. N. Harvey 
of Bakersfield, board chairman, 
cently predicted that Ryan would be 
named by unanimous vote. 
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New Deal Delays 


‘Recovery, Claim 


Elimination Of “Punitive” 
Policies Would Justify 
Spending Billion, Said 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—Elimination of 
the New Deal’s “punative’ policies 
would justify the spending of $1,000,- 
000,000 by the public utility industry 
on new construction next year, the 
committee of utility executives said to- 
day. 

“A vast untapped reservoir of jobs 
outrivalling the programs of PWA and 
WPA awaits release,” the committee’s 
statement said. “It is a privately fi- 
nanced recovery measure that will cost 
the taxpayers nothing and add bil- 
lions to the taxable wealth of the na- 
tion.” 

The committee complained, however, 
that the administration’s attitude to- 
ward the industry has ‘so frightened 
capital that it has proved impossible 
to finance most of the needed con- 
struction.”

Eden Tells British House 
United States Should Take 
Initiative In Far East 


LONDON, (U)—The responsibility for 
taking the initiative in solving the 
Sino-Japanese conflict was placed 
Squarely up to the United States to- 
day by Anthony Eden, British foreign 
minister, during debate in commons. 


JAPS “MIGHT LISTEN” 
TOKYO, (lP\—Japan “might listen” 
to a Chinese request made through a 
third power for mediation of the Chi- 
nese-Japanese war, a foreign office 
spokesman said today. 


UPSET FEARED 

BRUSSELS, Belgium ‘t?—China may 
‘upset internaticnal efforts toward an 
armistice in the Chinese-Japanese war 
by demanding. at the opening of the 
nine power conference Wednesday, that 
the powers take action against Japan, 
it was reported reliably today. 

Under the terms of the nine power 
treaty, concluded at Washington in 
1922, the signatory nations guaran- 
teed China’s “sovereignty, independ- 
ence, territorial administration and in- 
tegrity.”

Wins Converts To Nationalist 
Cause By Making Speeches 
In “No Man’s Land”

WiTH GENERAL FRANCO’S AR- 
MIES, (P)—Alfredo Alday, 50-year-old 
Spanish industrialist, is recognized as 
the great “no man’s land orator.” 


Carrying a cane, Alday walks close 
to the enemy lines and proceeds to 
proclaim in his loudest voice exactly 
what he thinks of the Loyalists. He 
frequently gets bullets and choice in- 
vectives in reply, but almost always 
he gets converts to the Nationalist 
movement. 


These speeches, that have already 
cost Alday three serious bullet wounds, 
are estimated to have resulted in more 
than a thousand Red soldiers passing 
over to Gen. Francisco Franco’s lines 
He has made a score or more speeches 
in no man’s land, having addressed en- 
emy audiences in half a rozen_ sec- 
tors. 

“IT believe that there are always sol- 
;diers on the other side who want to 
join us,” Alday, who is a leader of 
the Falange Party, said in an inter- 
view. ‘All they need is a little coax- 
ing and that’s my job. I must walk 
out as far as I dare in no man’s land, 
stand up on a rock and start speak- 
ing as loud as I can. There's no time 
for flowery discourses, because bullets 
come fast.
